Congress Lixely to Act Next 
Week — Poles Dying of

WASHINGTON, March 5.—Unless 
Congress will authorize a loan of $50,- 
000,000 to finance sales of food to Poland 
and other portions of Europe now on 
the verge of starvation, five million 
barrels of soft wheat flour may be sent 
there on credit. by the Federal Grain 
Corporation: —

Adriatic situation was made public to- 
night by Acting Secretary of State Polk 
along with four’ other notes figuring in 
the Adriatic correspondence, the text of 
which had not previously been given. 
The other documents included in to- 
night’s publication are the Italian mem- 
orandum of Jan. 6, the British-French 
proposal of Jan. 9 in the form of which 
it stood before it was accepted by Pre- 
mier Nitti on Jan. 14, the Italian mem- 
orandum of Jan. 9 and the Jugoslav 
memorandum of Jan. 28. 

President Wilson’s reply to this note, 
which has just been forwarded, will be 
made public by -the State Department 
in Monday morning's newspapers. 

In their note of Feb. 26, Premiers 
Lioyd George and Millerand declare-that 
they consider it of the *‘ greatest’ im- 
portance’ ‘that President Wilson had 
expressed his willingness to accept any

a general settlement without delay. the 
Italian Government was prepared to ac- 
cept a stated compromise. In this note 
Italy was ready to accept the free State 
of Fiume, according’ to President Wil- 
son’s pjan, but with the frontier of the 
Pact of London in-its southwestern part. 
Three days later Clemenceau and Licyd 


George made a joint proposal to Nitti, 
who accepted it on Jan. 14:

Allies of Wets and Members 
the Foes of-Law and Order. 





WOULD WARN ASSEMBLY 





Writes Protestant Pastors He 
Wouldn’t Run from a Re- 
ligious Fight. 





An attack upon the Catholic Church 
in New York Stats, which, hc <targes, 
has aligned with Tammany in an effort 
to defeat prohibition, has been made by 
William H. Anderson, State Superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon League of 


New York, in a letter which he sent out 
Thursday to ‘‘ the Protestant pastors of 


New York State." The letter was not 
given out toe the press at the league 
headquarters, but it was admitted there 
yesterday afternoon that such a letter 
had been sent out. 

Mr. Anderson, in his letter, said in 
part: 

‘The time has come to be very frank. 
The Anti-Saloon League has never been 
anti-Catholic, and it does not intend 
to begin. But that fact is no reason 
why we should keep silent when wet 
Catholics muss into the prohibition 
situation. The successful assault by 
Catholics on law and order in the elec- 
tion of Mr. Haskell as County Judge 
in Brooklyn last Fall; their unsuccessful 
attempt to pull off the same game in 
the election of a nullification Mayor in 
Syracuse; the astounding attitude of the 
Catholic Archbishop of New York in not 
only refusing to send a representative 
to the law and order meeting addressed 
by a representative of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, but also in rebuking the at- 
tempt to single prohibition out for en- 
foreement in utter disregard ‘of the fact 
that it had been singled for violation, 
coupled with the recent action of the 
Tammahy-dominated Democratic con- 
yention (you understand Tammany’s re- 
ligious affiliations) in declaring for the 
repeal of the prohibition amendment and 
for nullification In the meantime, fur- 
nish ample material to open the eyes of 
even the man who has scant imagina- 
tion.

GUMPTION AND SNOW. 

In the general cry for adequate me- 
chanical equipment against snow- 
storms, an even more fundamental 
need has. been neglected—the quite 
humble faculty which in New England 
is known as gumption. More than a 
month has passed since the city was 
blockaded, yet many streets, especially 
cross streets in lower Manhattan, are 
still barely passable. The trouble is 
roadways, 
which, though narrow and rutted, can 
be traversed. The real trouble is with 
the delay and ‘obstruction caused by 
contrary currents of traffic. For 
four weeks delivery wagons of all sorts 
have suffered loss of time.” In the 
matter of ‘coal theré has been a real 
deprivation. While the local’ supply 
has been sufficient, it has been impos- 
sible to make deliveries.. Many house- 
holders have been obliged to go with- 
out heat and: cooking. 

Now the Merchants’ Association 
comes forward with an idea that 
should have been acted upon at the 
outset.y It is to make all cross-town 
streets ‘‘ one-way ’’ streets, _ those 
with odd numbers for éastbound traf- 
fic and those with even numbers for 
westbound traffic. In’ many cases— 
approximately half of them—it would 
be necessary to go around the block 
before approaching the house; but, 
compared to an actual stoppage of 
traffic, that is a negligible incident. 
The suggestion was actually made to 
the Police Commissioner by a lead- 
ing coal merchant, ana Mr. ENRIGHT 
replied that the idea had ‘‘ considera- 
ble merit."*. But that was in the third 
week after the storm, when—condi- 
tions. had more or less ome them- 
selves. 

- If we escape the blizzard which has 
raged in the West, we shall have much 
to be thankful for; but among our 
blessings we sliall not have to reckon 
a city administration which is either 
forethoughtful or fertile in quick ex- 
pedients. Even an interval going upon 
five weeks has not enabled us to be 
off with the old storm before being 
in for the new.

VERY STRONG MEASURES. 

Mr. LLoyd GzORGE assures the House 
of Commons that the directors of 
allied policy are well aware of the 
need for ‘‘ very strong measures ’’ for 
the protection. of Christian minorities 
in Turkey ‘‘ as far as is possible.’’ So 
some sort of menacing message has 
been sent’ to Constantinople, and the 
British Premier intimates that if the 
answer is not satisfactory something 
will be done which will be ‘‘ manifest 
to the whole world.’’ 

This is good news, if it means any- 
thing. Meanwhile the Turkish position 
is being made menifest to the whole 
world. Nationalists openly declare 
that war will come with good weather 
in. Anatolia, if not before, unless the 
French get out of Cilicia ard the 
Greeks out of Smyrna. MuSsTAPHA 
Kemau seems to be confident that his 
army is strong enough to recover these 
districts, and ever to talk of disputing 
British control of Mesopotamia and the 
Arab countries. His centre of govern- 
ment, we now hear, is in Angora, 
** out of reach of naval guns.’’ One of 
the reasons for leaving the Sultan ‘in 
Constantinopie, we were told last week, 
was that it would be easy to apply 
pressure to his Government there and 
hard to coerce him in the interior, The 
pressure has been applied now, Mr, 
Liorp Gegorcs tells us; and in the 
meantime the Sultan calls t on a Na- 
tionalist follower of MustapHa KEMAL 
to form a new Cabinet. The Turkish 
Government does not seem to be afraid 
of these strong measures, 

Thrace goes to Greece, we are now 
informed; even Adrianople is4ncluded 
—the former capital of the Sultans and 
the city where some of the holy places 
of the Turk are located. But the Turk 
is to have his holy places, even if 
political sovereignty passes ‘to the 
Greek.. The holy cities have already 
been taken away from him and given 
to the King of the Hedjaz and to what- 
ever Government may ru!)

“ Selling the British Empire on the in- 
stallment plan,’’ was the description of 
it given to THe New York Trmes cor- 
respondent by one authority, while an- 
other remarked; “I had never heard 
before of granting self-determination by 
a forced sale.”’ 

Inquiries at the Colonial -Office 
brought denial that anything of the pro- 
posal was known there, and the corre- 
spondent was referred to the statement 
on the subject made some months ago 
by Lord Milner, who was then Colonial 
Secretary. At that time Lord Rother- 
mere, in an article on the difficulties of 
the British financial position in his 
newspaper, The Sunday Pictorial, had 
spoken of the possibility of selling some 
of the West Indies. His suggestion im. 
mediately called out emphatic protests 
from the population of the islands, and 
to prove that the .Government had 
nothing to do with the proposal, which 
he said had not been laid before him, 
Lord Milner issued a_ strong official 
denial. . The Colonial Office took the 
position that there had been no change 
in the situation since then, and _ that 
Lord Milner s statement held good. 

A financial expert, in analyzing the 
McAdoo suggestion, said to the corre- 
spondent that it had no merit from a 
merely financial point of view. Granted 
that England would ever consent to sucn 
a bargain, and that the United States 
would be willing to give enough for 
the islands to wipe out the. British debt 
to America, the relief it would afford, 
he maintained, would be only temporary. 
It might for the moment improve inter- 
national exchanges, 
keep the sovereign at par, for tnat, he 
said, was deprec;ated in New York on 
account of Buropean, not merely Britisn, 
indebtedness in the United States.

DEINODON NOW ON DISPLAY. 


Museum Has Terrible Tooth Dino- 
saur 60,000,000 Years Old. 


Latest arrival among. prehistoric 
monsters at the American Museum of 
Natural History is the deinodon, or 
“Terrible Tooth,’’ an eleven-foot-high 
dinosaur, whose skeleton is now, to be 
seen in Dinosaur Hall with others of 
his kind. Terrible Tooth was a carniv- 
orous animal, twenty feet long from the 
tip of his nose to the tip of his tail.
